I hojie most Oalifornians heard United Slates Senator 
Alan Cranston (1)1 tell the press he would not form an 
opinion or make a decision on President Nixon’s alleged 
envolvement in the Watergate affair until all of the evi¬ 
dence was in and he had the oiiportunity to study th'' 
matter very carefully. When the newsmen tried to “Iradger " 
Senator Cranston he simiily said that in America and 
under our law, every person is considered innocent until 
irroved guilty beyond a reasonabk* doubt, and that this 
basic iirecept must not be abandoned in a free country. 

The House .ludic'iary Committee, investigating cam¬ 
paign contributions heard the iiresident of Gulf Oil ad¬ 
mit a contribution of $100,000 to President Nixon’s cam- 
[laign committee, hut when Gulf added they had also given 
S2,'),000 to candidate Henry Jackson, $20,000 to candidate 
Muskie and $15,000 to candidate Me Govern they decided 
to ajourn the hearings.

Reminds Citizens 
Of Candle Danger 

Inoroa-sofl ,usp of candles 
because of the energy crisis 
and the holidays, could re- 
.suit in deadly fires, Sierra 
Madre Fire Chief Charles 
Blown warned recently. 

“Numerous decoration.s we 

a. ssooiate witli the Christmas 
season aroihighly flammable 
and can lead to holacausts,” 
ho .declared. 

If candles are 'used oul- 
side for home elecorations, 
they should not be .placed 
near walkways where cloth¬ 
ing might be ignitiul. Also, 
they' should not br" placed 
near natural greenery, flam- 
inablo decorations or on 
tree.s. Brown reported that 
pla.stic candle holdens .should 
h( avoided becau.se they 
can ignite easily if subjectei.l 
to flame. 

(tther [)oint.“ emphasized 
by Brown for a safe boliday 
.'•■eason include: Use “live” 
Chri.'itmas tnes when (los- 
sihle. They are safer a.nd 
can he plenled later. Cul 
trees can burn inrensely. 
Saw one inch off bottom of 
tree and place in caintai.ner 
of water or wet sand while 
in the bou.se. If artificial 
trc-cs arc purchased, lliey 
should hear the' “approval" 
label of the .State Fire Mar¬ 
shal as “fire letardant.” Use 
only' gcK)d tree lipjht cords. 
Frayed wires can spark, 
starting a fire. Pl.u'e tree.s 
and other decor.ations away 
from doorway.s, if po.ssible. 
If this is unavoid.ible, ex 
pi,a in to family membei s 
I low to ('xft if firc' starts. 
Pon’t burn wrappin.g paper 
in fireplai'e— burning jiuper 
can stiirt t roof firev
